5018 PCGS 1909-S VDB MS 65 Red. A choice example of this 
popular key. with vibrant reddish-orange coloration. 

5019 NGC A group of five 1943-S cents, all pristine examples 
grading MS 66. (Total: 5 coins) 

5020 PCGS 1909 PR 65 Red. Lovely rose and apple-green 
highlights. This spot-free matte proof Lincoln is one of just 
22 pieces graded similarly by PCGS. 

5021 PCGS 1936 Type Two PR 64 Red. Scarce first year of issue 
with deep red'color and excellent depth of mirrors. 

5022 NGC 1937 PR 66 Red. A glittering gem. completely brilliant 
and hairline-free. Proof 1937 Lincolns are extremely elusive 
in this near perfect grade. 

5023 NGC 1939 PR 66 Red. Spot-free, with lovely greenish-gold 
iridescence along the obverse rim. Scarce as such. 

5024 NGC 1940 PR 66 Red. Both sides are outlined in delicate 
apple green colors.

5025 PCGS 1864 MS 64 Red and Brown. Traces of faded 
yellow-gold are seen mostly about the peripheral devices. 

5026 PCGS 1864 MS 64 Red and Brown. Like the previous 
example, the surfaces are predominantly brown, retaining 
subtle hints of red within the shield and about the wreath. 


THREE-CENT SILVER

Choice silverv-gray surfaces, with 
olive-gold highlights at the borders. 1860 trimes are much 
scarcer in this condition than the two subsequent issues, 
which make up the bulk of MS-64 Type 3s. 

5035 PCGS 1861 MS 65. An enchanting coin with soft frosted 
mint luster that is generally untoned but does show just a 
bit of light golden-brown around the outer portions of each 
side. Sharply struck. Only 36 have been so graded by PCGS. 

5036 PCGS 1857 PR 63. Deeply toned in gunmetal-gray and 
yellow-gold hues. One of an undetermined, but extremely 
small number of proofs struck of this Type Two issue. PCGS 
has graded a mere 19 pieces in proof, five of those at the 
PR-63 level. 
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5037 PCGS 1858 PR 64. The obverse fields retain considerable 
flash and are light in color, surrounded by russet toning at 
the edge. The reverse has deeper blue and golden toning 
with little brightness showing.

Very deep, watery proof mirrors with a 
sharp cameo contrast on each side and light speckles of 
color. 


BUFFALO NICKELS

Buffalo nickel.

Light in color with bright satiny 
luster. 

5087 PCGS 1930 MS 65. Frosted mint luster. 

5088 PCGS 1931-S MS 65 PQ. A clean upper-end coin. 
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5089 NGC 1937 MS 67. Glorious bluish-violet toning encircles 
both sides, shading to gold in the centers. NGC has graded 
just thirteen Tvpe Two Buffalos in all dates at this lofty 
level. 

5090 PCGS 1938-D MS 66. Superb. 

5091 PCGS 1913 Type One PR 66. Original gray and 
olive-gold toning covers both sides, with the reverse showing 
a greener tint than the obverse. Of the 1.250 proofs struck 
of this first vear design, only 25 have been graded equally at 
PCGS. as of April. 1991. 

5092 PCGS 1914 PR 64. A necessary 20th century proof type coin 
that is at an affordable level at present.

Sharply struck with original toning-a 
light gray with attractive golden-brown color at the edges. 
The surfaces are free from any noticeable impairments. A 
scarce Bust type coin in mint condition. 

5096 NGC 1834 MS 63. Deep blue, violet, and golden toning on 
the obverse. 

5097 PCGS 1835 MS 63. Sharply struck with adequate luster. 


SEATED HALF DIMES 

5098 PCGS 1838 No Drapery MS 63. An originally toned example 
of this scarce three year type coin. Fully struck, this piece 
has brown and gray toning on each side and minimal 
abrasions. 

5099 PCGS 1840 No Drapery MS 63. A fully struck and deeply 
toned example of this much needed three-year type coin. 

5100 NGC 1852 MS 63. Strongly struck with full detail on the 
stars and good definition on the head. Golden-lilac toning. 

An affordable Stars half dime. 

5101 PCGS 1855 Arrows MS 63. A scarce three year type coin 
with only 24 coins having been so graded of this date. 

5102 NGC 1856 MS 64. A popular and well produced date among 
the With Stars half dimes, which can be a difficult type coin. 

5103 PCGS 1857 MS 63. Medium gray patina with scattered bits 
of blue and red underneath. Somewhat unevenly struck. 

5104 PCGS 1863 MS 64. Because almost all U.S. silver and gold 
coins that were struck during the Civil War were either 
melted, hoarded, or shipped overseas, production slowed in 
most denominations to no more than a token mintage. Only 
18,000 half dimes were struck in 1863. Even proofs had a 
scant mintage of only 460 pieces-they being in such short 
supply for collectors that the mint restruck them. This piece 
has a semi-prooflike obverse and is toned in shades of gray 
and blue, scattered in an irregular fashion around both 
sides. Sharply struck except for a bit of localized weakness 
at the bottom of the shield and the upper left of the wreath. 
One of only 16 pieces to have been so graded by PCGS. 

5105 PCGS 1870 MS 63. Toned-darker on the reverse, lighter on 
the obverse. 


5106 PCGS 1870 MS 63. Frostv and almost completely brilliant, 
showing onlv a faint vellow-gold tint. A bit scarcer as a date 
than several of the Legend Obverse half dimes. 

5107 PCGS 1871 MS 63. Clean and lustrous but a bit softly 
struck. 

5108 PCGS 1871 MS 64. Lustrous and fully struck on the 
obverse. Scattered russet and violet toning. 

5109 PCGS 1872 MS 63. Deep gray and blue toning. 

5110 PCGS 1872-S MS 63. Well struck and light in color with 
semi-prooflike fields. 

5111 NGC 1872-S MS 65. Deep satiny luster and virtually 
mark-free surfaces struck in complete detail.

Obverse type. Approximately half of the original mintage of 
1.000 proofs were melted as unsold at year's end. 

Deep multicolored toning adorns the 
obverse, with speckled gray and violet toning outlining the 
reverse. The underlying surfaces exhibit watery proof 
brilliance. Out of 500 proofs struck, only 12 have been 
awarded a PR 65 rating by PCGS.

5114 PCGS 1832 MS 60. JR-7. R.3. The scarcest dime of 1832 and 
one rarely seen in mint state, with perhaps only three or 
four extant in uncirculated. Blue and gray toning with no 
obvious field marks. 

5115 PCGS 1835 MS 64. Exceptionally sharp, with mottled 
violet-brown and yellow-gold toning, along with 
iridescent-blue shades on the reverse. Just 20 MS-64s of this 
date have been awarded by PCGS. as of April. 1991. 


LIBERTY SEATED DIMES 

5116 PCGS 1873 Arrows MS 63. First year of a two year type 
that was created when a small amount of silver was added 
to the nation’s silver coinage. 

5117 PCGS 1877-S MS 64. A lustrous and attractive example of 
the Seated design. 

5118 PCGS 1883 MS 65. A very clean coin, essentially 
unmarked, with deep gray and blue toning on each side and 
strong underlying luster. 

5119 NGC 1887 MS 64. Lustrous and sharply struck. 

5120 PCGS 1888 MS 66. A superb business strike type coin with 
immaculately preserved surfaces. The strike is fully brought 
up in all areas and both sides are lightly toned. One of only 
six pieces to have been so graded by PCGS. 

5121 PCGS 1890 MS 63. Sharply struck with light toning. 

5122 PCGS 1869 PR 62. A well-toned, watery example, featuring 
shades of bright blue and gold. 

5123 PCGS 1881 PR 63. Heavy patchwork toning covers both 
sides. 

5124 PCGS 1883 PR 64. Bright, reflective fields with light olive 
and red toning. 

5125 PCGS 1887 PR 64. Deep, watery proof fields with light, 
attractive toning. Not quite fully struck, and thus kept from 
grading any higher. 

5126 PCGS 1890 PR 65. Bright, glittering fields that show 
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considerable reflectivity. A nice looking type coin. 


BARBER DIMES 

5127 PCGS 1892 MS 64. Lustrous and fully struck with 
attractive toning. 

5128 PCGS 1901 MS 65. Original olive-gray surfaces, with 
tinges of violet and blue in the protected areas of either side. 
Definitely not a common date at the 65 level despite its 
rather hefty mintage. Its current PCGS population stands 
at just 7 pieces in MS-65. 

5129 PCGS 1910 MS 63. Untoned and well struck. 

5130 NGC 1913 MS 63. Brilliant. 

5131 PCGS 1915-S MS 66. A beautifully preserved, satiny- 
specimen. outlined in specks of russet and gold. One of just 
two pieces graded as such by PCGS. none higher. 

5132 PCGS 1894 PR 66. Original blue-green and golden 
toning overlays hairline-free surfaces, with a window of 
brilliance peeking through in the left inside portion of the 
wreath. A superb quality proof Barber, one of just 14 pieces 
graded similarly at PCGS. as of April. 1991. 

5133 NGC 1896 PR 65. A glittering gem with excellent eye 
appeal. 

5134 NGC 1899 PR 63. Proof mintage: 846 pieces. 

5135 PCGS 1900 PR 63. Gray and golden-red toning with good 
mirrored reflectivity on both sides. 

5136 PCGS 1902 PR 65. Although deeply toned in shades of 
blue, gold, and red the proof mirrors still flash through 
forcefully. An original and attractive proof type coin. 

5137 NGC 1905 PR 63. Fully reflective, with only scattered 
hairlines. 

5138 PCGS 1914 PR 66. We looked and looked before we 
finally found a flaw on this superb coin. The blue and 
golden-red toning is layered on in a speckled manner with 
occasional streaks of brilliance-making one think a scratch 
or abrasion is present when it actually is a normal toning 
pattern. When a flaw is camouflaged that well and is that 
difficult to locate, it just may not make any difference. Only 
the fifth Proof-66 of this scarce date to have been so graded. 
The original mintage was only 425 pieces, the lowest of the

5147 PCGS 1939-S MS 66 Full Bands. A pristine, fully brilliant 
specimen, one of just seven pieces graded as such by PCGS. 
none higher. 

5148 PCGS 1944-S MS 67 Full Bands. An immaculate, fully 
struck example, one of a mere nine pieces to attain this 
impressive grade from PCGS. 

5149 PCGS 1937 PR 63. Lightly toned. A scarce early proof. 

5150 NGC 1937 PR 66. Green-gold toning along the upper 
obverse border and across most of t he reverse. Highly 
reflective and free of noticeable hairlines. 

5151 PCGS 1942 PR 65. Dazzling brilliance with deeply reflective 
fields. 

5152 NGC 1942 PR 66. A sparkling white example, with 
considerable eye appeal. 

5153 NGC 1942 PR 66. Original light hazy color, almost brilliant.

5154 NGC 1875-S AU 58. Sharply struck and still retaining 
almost all the luster of a mint state coin with light 
peripheral toning.

Fully struck with bright, lustrous 
surfaces. A premium type coin that appears much finer than 
the stated grade. 


EARLY QUARTERS 

5157 PCGS 1806 MS 62. Toned an original grav-violet with blue 
and yellow iridescence around the edges. Weak in the 
centers as usual, but not as soft as often seen. Good luster 
with minimal marks for the grade. A pleasing type coin. 

5158 PCGS 1825 AU 53. Although softly struck on the hair curls, 
the coin has good remaining luster and attractive violet and 
sea-green toning. 

5159 PCGS 1831 MS 64. Sharply struck, with ultra frostv 
devices and alluring semi-prooflike fields. The surfaces are 
primarily brilliant, displaying only a delicate violet toning 
about the peripheries. Out of the 21 pieces graded MS-64 by 
PCGS. few could match the flash of this sparkling Bust 
quarter. 

5160 PCGS 1837 MS 64. Capped Bust quarters are a very scarce 
type coin that deserve to be closely watched by anyone 
seriously contemplating investing in rare coins. They are a 
series with a small number of survivors in mint state that is 
also closely tied to the collector base. Only seven MS-64 
quarters of this date have been graded by PCGS. 


LIBERTY SEATED QUARTERS 

5161 PCGS 1854 Arrows MS 63. The Arrows coinage of the 
1850s and 1870s are a very interesting and numismatically 
significant area of study for the serious collector. This piece 
is sharply struck and deeply toned in shades of charcoal and 
brown with underlying iridescence, especially on the 
reverse. Only 17 pieces have been so graded by PCGS. 
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5162 PCGS 1856 MS 62. Untoned and very sharply struck. 

5163 PCGS 1874-S Arrows MS 63. Satiny and mostly untoned, 
with the obverse displaying a light silvery-grav tint. Popular 
two-year type. 

5164 PCGS 1877 MS 66. Brilliant and sharply struck with 
thick, dazzling mint frost. An exceptionally attractive With 
Motto quarter that leaves nothing to be desired when 
considering eye appeal. 

5165 PCGS 1877-S MS 61. Light in color and well struck with a 
few marks. 

5166 PCGS 1877-S MS 66. An exceptional With Motto 
quarter which exhibits dazzling mint luster and near 
blemish-free surfaces. Average mint state examples of this 
date surface from time-to-time. but the appearance of a 
superb gem is a rare occasion. As of April. 1991. this is the 
only 1877-S graded as such by PCGS. with none currently 
higher. 

5167 PCGS 1891 MS 66. A superb business strike example, 
drenched in copperv-gold toning which gravitates to the less 
exposed areas. The surfaces are amazingly clean and struck 
with a good deal of sharpness. Just seven 1891 quartet's 
have been graded as such by PCGS, with a lone MS-67 
exceeding it. 

5168 PCGS 1876 PR 63. A discreetly hairlined example of this 
popular centennial issue. 

5169 PCGS 1876 PR 64. Bright speckled blue and red toning. 
An attractive example of this centennial issue. 

5170 NGC 1880 PR 65. A high quality proof specimen and a 
popular date due to its low total mintage. 

5171 PCGS 1883 PR 63. One of the more affordable proof 
specimens of this date. There is considerable date pressure 
on proofs of this date because of the scarcity of business 
strikes. 

5172 PCGS 1885 PR 62. One of only 14 pieces to have been so 
graded from this low mintage year. 


BARBER QUARTERS 

5173 PCGS 1892 MS 66. An awesome type coin with luster that 
retains all its brightness and glow in spite of the multiple 
layers of blue, yellow, and rose toning. Strong eye appeal, 
one of only 15 coins graded of this relatively common date. 

5174 PCGS 1905 MS 64. A lustrous and sharply struck type coin. 

5175 PCGS 1909 MS 63. Toned. 

5176 PCGS 1912 MS 64. Deep russet toning with scarlet 
undertones. 

5177 PCGS 1913 MS 64. Superior mint luster with light, almost 
clear centers surrounded by deep golden-brown color at the 
edges. 

5178 PCGS 1914 MS 63. Superb mint frost with an overlay of 
golden-olive toning. 

5179 PCGS 1916-D MS 63. Brilliant with dazzling prooflike 
fields. 

5180 NGC 1916-D MS 64. Well struck, with above-average eye 
appeal. Final year of the Barber type. 

5181 PCGS 1892 PR 63. Untoned and flashy for the grade with a 
sharp cameo contrast. 

5182 PCGS 1903 PR 63. An affordable example of this 20th 


century type coin. 

5183 PCGS 1904 PR 64. A clean and attractive Barber 
quarter with considerable mirrorlike flash in the fields. 

5184 PCGS 1906 PR 62. 

5185 PCGS 1907 PR 64. Even blue-gray toning on the obverse, 
contrasted against a very different reverse that has a clear 
center surrounded by pale rose, blue, and sea-green in 
concentric circles. 


STANDING LIBERTY QUARTERS 

5186 PCGS 1916 MS 62. Sharply struck with the usual 
granular, matte-like texture to the surfaces. Light golden 
brown toning on each side with pale, almost untoned 
centers. A very attractive coin that, based on eye appeal 
alone, is clearly suggestive of a higher grade. 

5187 PCGS 1916 MS 63. Fully struck with intricate details in 
the folds of the skirt lines. Light silverv-gray color with a 
granular texture to the surfaces as usual A sharp and 
highly lustrous example of this rare, key date issue. 

5188 PCGS 1917 Type Two MS 64 Full Head. Bright, icy blue 
patina with a light overlay of golden color. Sharp looking 
coin and apparently original. 

5189 PCGS 1918-S MS 64. Untoned and lustrous. 

5190 PCGS 1921 MS 65. A scarcer early P-mint of which there 
have only been 27 gems graded. This piece has some head 
detail t it isn't flat as is often the case with non-FH coins i 
and is lightly toned wdth strong underlying luster. 

5191 PCGS 1923 MS 64. Clean and well struck with a curiously 
granular texture to the surfaces. 

5192 PCGS 1924 MS 63. Very stonglv brought up with almost 
complete head detail. Nice coin for the grade. 

5193 NGC 1924 MS 66. Sharply struck with intense luster and 
overlaid with a golden-olive tone on the obverse. Strong eye 
appeal and virtually flawless surfaces. One of only four 
coins to have been so graded. 

5194 PCGS 1924-D MS 64 Full Head. Light in color with 
excellent luster and complete details on the top of the digits 
in the date. 

5195 PCGS 1926-D MS 62. Brilliant. 

5196 PCGS 1927 MS 64 Full Head. Very sharp looking coin, and 
quite affordable at today's levels.

Vivid peacock-blue and violet toning 
adorns the obverse, with a less conspicuous steel-violet 
coloration on the reverse. 

5394 PCGS 1887 MS 65. Satiny brilliance. 

5395 PCGS 1887-S MS 65. A remarkably attractive example 
of this difficult issue. Lacking the numerous bagmarks 
usually seen on this date, this piece is minimally abraded 
and has bright, semi-prooflike fields. One of only 60 coins to 
have been so graded by PCGS.

There is a curious defect 
that must be mentioned however. Running vertically down 
the obverse are a pair of parallel cuts. At first glance they 
appear to be scratches made outside the mint, but on closer 
examination seem to be mint made. To the left of this pair of 
cuts are another pair—much vaguer—seeming at first to be a 
stain of color. We do not know- the origin of these defects, 
but trust they will have little effect upon the value placed on 
the coin as they do not detract significantly from the overall 
appeal of the coin. 

PCGS does not distinguish 
between the Closed and Open 3 varieties of quarter eagles 
for this year but there is no doubt this is the scarce Closed 
3. At least four times rarer than its Open 3 counterpart, the 
Closed 3 has. for some unknown reason, been overlooked by 
many collectors. This coin has deep reddish tinted mint 
frost and is sharply struck except for the eagle's left leg 
which is characteristically weak. A clean example of this 
scarce and overlooked variety.

Avery attractive coin with clean 
surfaces and attractive reddish-gold patina. Bright, flashy 
luster. 

5535 PCGS 1904 MS 65. An immaculate, fully struck gem that 
has one minor luster break in the left obverse field that 
prevents an even higher grade. 

5536 PCGS 1905 MS 61: 1906 MS 61; and a 1907 MS 61. The 
1905 is lighter in hue while the other tw 7 o have deeper 
orange-red color. (Total: 3 coins) 

5537 NGC 1906 MS 61. fully struck; and a 1907 MS 61. (Total: 2 
coins) 

5538 PCGS 1907 MS 65. Superb mint luster that has taken on a 
faint reddish patina. 

5539 PCGS 1907 MS 65. Fully struck with deep reddish-coppery 
patina. Highly lustrous. 


INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 

5540 NGC 1909 MS 60; and a 1910 MS 60. Both are strongly 
struck. (Total: 2 coins) 
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5541 PCGS 1911 MS 60: 1913 MS 60: 1914-D MS 60; and a 1915 
MS 60. Uniform in condition and appearance. This would 
make a nice starter set of Indian quarter eagles. (Total: 4 
coins) 

6642 PCGS 1911-D AU 58. Deep coppery color and almost 
complete luster with very slight friction on either side. A 
very presentable example of this scarce, key issue. 

5643 PCGS 1912 MS 61. deep reddish color; and a 1927 MS 61. 
(Total: 2 coins) 

5544 PCGS 1914-D EF 40. 

5546 PCGS 1925-D MS 62. Unusually clean for this grade, but 
held back from a higher grade by a softness of strike in the 
central portions. 

5646 PCGS 1925-D MS 63. Highly lustrous and clean enough to 
grade higher, but held back "by a softness of strike in the 
center of each side. 

5547 PCGS 1925-D MS 63. Fully struck with bright, sparkling 
luster and reddish color. 

5548 PCGS 1925-D MS 64. A decent strike, with appealing color 
and luster. 

5549 NGC 1925-D MS 64. A beautiful coin with bright lustrous 
surfaces that are little affected bv coin to coin contact.

All are 
fully struck.

THREE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 

5555 PCGS 1855-S VF 3(1. Well worn on the highpoints but a 
clean, problem-free example of this scarce early 

three-dollar. 

5556 PCGS 1874 \IS 61. An attractive type coin with 
considerable reflectivity in the fields and a strong strike in 
most areas. Nicer in appearance than the grade might 
indicate. 

5557 PCGS 1874 MS 62. Bright prooflike fields that show very 
little cartwheel effect. Considerable visual interest for an 
MS-62 coin. 

5558 PCGS 1878 MS 61. The surfaces are very lustrous with a 
deep coppery-red color and are free from any significant 
post-striking impairments, the grade of the coin apparently 
being held back by a shallow planchet rift on the face of 
Liberty. 

5559 PCGS 1878 MS 64. An exciting mint state type coin that 
has the often-found thick, cartwheel luster seen on many 
1878s. There is very little to distract the viewer's attention 
and the surfaces have taken on a light reddish-coppery tone. 


EARLY HALF EAGLES 

5560 PCGS 1834 Plain 4 AU 55. An exceptional deeply mirrored 
rooflike example of this popular first year of issue, 
trongly struck in all areas. The fields show just the lightest 
bit of friction. A very attractive, lightly circulated type coin. 


5561 PCGS 1836 AU 50. Very sharply struck with bright, 
lustrous fields and remarkably clean surfaces. 


LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

5562 PCGS 1843-0 VF 25. Small Letters. A clean, well worn 
example of this scarcer variety that show's no evidence of 
immersion in salt water as do some coins of this issue. 

5563 PCGS 1844 MS 63. A surprisingly scarce coin, even in EF 
condition. In mint condition the 1844 represents a real 
opportunity for the buyer of rare and undervalued 19th 
century gold coins. One of only two pieces to have been so 
graded, only one is finer. The strike is complete in all areas 
and the surfaces are very clean and lustrous. 

5564 PCGS 1846-C VF 35. One of the scarcest of all Charlotte 
half eagles . ipparently most of the 12.995 pieces minted 
were heavifi circulated, today very few are known in any 
grade. This ;;iece has a few minor handling marks and 
shows an outline of charcoal color around the devices. There 
are tiny portions of luster still remaining in the most 
protected areas. 

5565 PCGS 1847-C VF 35. Despite its large mintage the 1847-C is 
a surprisingly difficult issue in all grades. Generally well 
struck throughout this piece shows few surface marks and is 
light in color. 

5566 PCGS 1848-C EF 40. Like the 1847-C above, the 1848-C is 
surprisingly scarce in light of its large mintage. This piece 
has the usual softness on the hair curls, but is well struck in 
the center of the reverse. The fields still retain portions of 
semi-prooflike reflectivity and the surfaces overall have a 
light reddish color. 

5567 PCGS 1850-C VF 30. Strong C. While not an especially rare 
coin in this condition, this piece is noteworthy because of 
the especially strong mintmark. on some pieces the 
mintmark is so weak it is overlooked. The coin is clean 
overall with fight rose tinted patina outlining the devices. 

5568 PCGS 1860-C EF 40. A low R.5 coin overall, the 1860-C is 
seldom seen any finer than EF. This piece has slight 
softness on the hair curls as usual, and the reverse is mushy 
as always, having been struck from the same die as the 
poorly produced 1859-C. The surfaces show a number of 
small but insignificant handling marks and there are small 
portions of luster remaining in the protected areas. 

5569 PCGS 1878-S MS 60. A somewhat scarcer date, much 
scarcer than its mintage would indicate. One of only 11 
pieces to have been graded in all conditions of mint state by 
PCGS. 

5570 PCGS 1881-CC VF 35. A very rare coin with a mintage of 
only 13,886 pieces. The '81-CC is rare throughout all the 
grades including VF. This piece is clean and reasonably well 
struck with rose tinted patina around the devices. 

5571 ANACS 1882-CC VF 20. Alow grade, affordable CC half 
eagle wdth clean surfaces. 

5572 PCGS 1891-CC MS 61. Fully struck with excellent luster 
and none of the usual reddish-coppery color usually seen on 
this issue. 

5573 PCGS 1891-CC MS 62. Fully struck with scattered copper 
stains on each side. 

5574 PCGS 1893-S MS 61. Sharply struck with hardly any 
contact marks on either side. Nice looking coin for the 
grade. 

5575 PCGS 1900 MS 62. Attractive orange gold color. Fully 
struck. 
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5576 PCGS 1902 MS 62. Sharply struck. 

5577 PCGS 1908 MS 65. A very lovely coin with smooth, 
virtually unblemished surfaces and a thin greenish caste to 
the otherwise reddish-gold color. Fully struck.

5578 PCGS 1908 MS 63. Sharply struck and lustrous. Popular 
first year of issue. 

5579 PCGS 1908 MS 63. Rich yellow-gold surfaces struck in 
complete detail. An unusually flashy and select Indian half 
eagle. 

5580 PCGS A pair of 1909-D half eagles, both frosty MS 62 
specimens. (Total: 2 coins) 

5581 PCGS 1911-S EF 45. Avery scarce and overlooked issue. 

5582 PCGS 1914 MS 62. Fully struck. 


EARLY EAGLES 

5583 PCGS 1799 MS 62. Astonishing quality in an early gold 
piece. To have survived 192 years with so few impairments 
is certainly a tribute to the many numismatists who have 
owned this coin over the years. The strike is exceptionally 
sharp in all areas with boldly defined hair and feather 
detail. The fields are semi-prooflike, as often seen on early 
tens, and there are very few contact marks on either side. 
One of only 11 coins to have been so graded by PCGS. 


LIBERTY EAGLES 

5584 PCGS 1839 Large Letters VF 30. Second issue of this scarce 
two year type. Well struck in the centers with slight 
peripheral weakness. The surfaces show a few minor cuts 
and scrapes, but nothing serious. A significant type coin 
that is missing from many gold type sets. 

5585 PCGS 1842-0 VF 20. An original coin with deep rose tinted 
color around the devices. A moderately scarce early O-mint 
ten. 

5586 PCGS 1848-0 VF 35. A scarce and seldom seen date in spite 
of a rather substantial mintage. The surfaces are smooth 
and virtually unblemished even after 25 points of wear. An 
attractive coin for the grade. 

5587 PCGS 1851-0 EF 45. Well struck in the centers with a good 
portion of the luster remaining. A relatively common O-mint 
No Motto ten. but one that is rarely seen any finer than EF. 

5588 PCGS 1852 AU 50. An attractive coin with bright 
pinkish-rose patina around the devices. Although some 
263.106 pieces were struck this otherwise common date is 
quite scarce above EF with only eight pieces having been so 
graded by PCGS. 

5589 PCGS 1852-0 VF 35. Very rare with an original mintage of 
only 18.000 pieces. Of that number only a handful exist any 
finer than the present coin. This piece "has a few odd 
handling marks and faint rose tinted accents around the 
devices. Struck from the dies that show a large circular 
center dot above the second stripe of the shield 

(Breen-6902), and very rare as such. 

5590 PCGS 1853-0 VF 35. One of the more commonly available 
O-mint No Motto tens. Bright surfaces with reflective fields 
that tend to magnify the abrasions present. 

5591 PCGS 1855-S VF 20. Very rare in any condition, this 
date is unknown above EF. In Akers auction survey he 


ranked the 1855-S in the top twenty dates according to 
rarity by average grade tVF-25) and in the top quarter 
according to frequency of appearance. We urge bidders to 
closely inspect this coin to determine if this isn't a few 
points better than one would expect for a VF-20. 

5592 PCGS 1856-S EF 45. Small S. A scarce coin that is rarely 
seen above EF. Only lightly marked and showing good color 
and adequate remaining luster for the grade. The more 
common of the two mintmark sizes for this year. 

5593 PCGS 1865-S 865 over inverted 186 VF 35. Quite a 
spectacular blunder that occured when the first three digits 
of the date were punched in upside down and then 
repunched right side up. W T hile no scarcer than the normal 
date, this is certainly an interesting variety. To date *491) 
this is the finest coin graded of this date of both the normal 
and inverted varieties-demonstrating just how rare this 
date is as both a date and condition rarity. 

5594 PCGS 1867 EF 45. This coin is the rarest and most 
valuable of all the rare date gold offered in this sale. The 
original mintage was a miniscule 3.140 pieces, and of that 
number only seven pieces have been graded by PCGS. 
Undoubtedly others exist in private collections and have yet 
to be graded, but m Akers' auction survey he could only 
trace 33 appearances in auctions over a 35 year period. This 
coin is very well struck with bright semi-prooflike fields and 
only minor friction noted in the fields and on the devices. A 
most attractive example of this rare gold coin. 

5595 PCGS 1868 VF 30. Another very scarce Coronet ten-dollar. 
This one with a mintage of 10.655 pieces, yet as one might 
expect, virtually non-existent in higher grades. Rich 
orange-gold color with numerous small marks on the 
surfaces-not too many but certainly consistent with the 
grade. 

5596 PCGS 1872-S EF 40. An exceptionally rare With Motto 
ten-dollar Coronet that is seldom seen in any condition. In 
Akers' auction survey he recorded only 41 appearances of 
this date between 1941 and 1979. representing far fewer 
actual coins. This piece has significant portions of original 
luster remaining and has taken on a reddish-orange patina. 
A high grade example of this rare date. 

5597 PCGS 1874 VF 35. Sharply struck with subtle color in the 
fields. A somewhat scarcer date. 

5598 PCGS 1876-S VF 20. Only 5,000 coins were struck and it 
may well be that this issue does not exist above EF. The 
coin has rich reddish-coppery color and the surfaces show 
no significant contact marks on either side. A rare 
opportunity to acquire this important With Motto issue. 

5599 PCGS 1877-S EF 40. A very elusive and underrated issue 
among the series of With Motto tens. Well struck with deep 
reddish color and minimal marks for the grade. 

5600 PCGS 1879 8 AU 58. Although not tagged as an overdate 
on the PCGS insert (none have been so designated to date), 
the coin is accompanied by an interesting letter of 
authentication from Walter Breen. It reads in part, "...an 
1879 8 eagle, Ency. 6993. but a different die from any of the 
few hitherto reported. In this coin the lower left curve of 8 
shows within 9. with thickness and curvature different from 
the corresponding part of 9...Evidently the rest of the 1878 
logotype was lapped off the die. as with the regular 6993. To 
date I have seen perhaps 5 of those, but only the present 
coin from this new obverse, out of hundreds of 1879 eagles 
searched for overdates. It came with PCGS slab #6402045." 
There is a sketch in the middle of the page that 
demonstrates the 9 and the 8 and their relative position to 
each other. Lustrous and well struck, the coin is very close 
to full mint state. 

5601 PCGS 1880 MS 60. Baggy but completely lustrous. 

5602 PCGS 1881 MS 60. deeper orange-gold color; and an 1882 
MS 60. bright and sharply struck. (Total; 2 coins) 
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5603 PCGS 1882 MS fid; 1902-S MS 60; and a 1906-D MS 60. A 
good beginning to a mintmark set of ten-dollar Libertys.

5604 PCGS 1887-S MS 61. A slightly better date with greenish 
peripheral color and a sharp strike. 

5605 PCGS Three 1892 MS 60. AH are sharply struck and 
lustrous. (Total: 3 coinsi 

5606 NGC 1893 MS 60; and an 1895 MS 60. A well matched pair 
with similar color and strike. (Total: 2 coins) 

5607 NGC 1893 MS 61. deep orange patina: 1897 MS 61. clean 
for the grade; and an 1899 MS 61, full strike. (Total: 3 
coins) 

5608 PCGS 1893-0 AU 55. Sharply struck with bright, lustrous 
fields. Low mintage issue. 

5609 PCGS 1894 MS 62. Sharply struck. 

5610 PCGS 1894-0 AU 55. Sharply struck with bright, 
shimmering luster. 

5611 PCGS 1895-S VF 30. A scarce and overlooked date. Deep 
coppery-red patina. 

5612 PCGS 1897-0 AU 53. Very clean with bright lustrous 
surfaces. A scarcer late date New Orleans issue. 

5613 PCGS 1899 MS 62; and a 1900 MS 62. both satiny and 
sharp. (Total: 2 coins) 

5614 PCGS 1899-0 AU 55. A scarce late date New Orleans ten 
that is sharply struck and has attractive yellow and rose 
color. 

5615 PCGS 1901 MS 62. A nearly abrasion-free example which, 
at first glance, appears finer. 

5616 PCGS 1901 MS 63. Lustrous and well struck. 

5617 PCGS 1901-S MS 63. Fully struck and lustrous. 

5618 NGC 1902-S MS 62. 1903-S MS 62; and a 1907 Liberty MS 
62. Uniform color and strike. (Total: 3 coins) 

5619 PCGS 1904-0 AU 55. Sharply struck and lustrous. 

5620 PCGS 1906-D AU 55. Sharply struck with rich orange color 
on this first year of issue from the Denver mint. 

5621 PCGS 1906-0 AU 55. Quite a scarce issue in spite of its 
mintage of 86.895 coins. Well struck with bright lustrous 
surfaces.

5622 PCGS 1910 MS 60; 1910-D MS 60; and a 1911 MS 60. All 
have a matte-like texture and the 1910 is the cleanest coin 
of the lot.

1912 MS 61. myriad abrasions; and a 1913 MS 61. sharply 
struck. (Total: 4 coins) 

5624 PCGS 1911 MS 60; 1912 MS 60. numerous small abrasions; 
and a 1932 MS 60. adequate luster for the grade. (Total: 3 
coins) 

5625 NGC 1913 MS 60. clean for the grade; and two 1926 MS 60. 
knocked about a bit but mint state coins. (Total: 3 coins) 

5626 PCGS Two 1926 MS 60. Well struck with the normal 
allotment of abrasions for this grade. (Total: 2 coins) 


5627 PCGS 1932 MS 62. Baggy but excellent luster.

5634 PCGS 1874 EF 40. Well struck in yellow gold, with the 
normal amount of obverse abrasions. 

5635 PCGS 1874-S AU 58. Bright, semi-prooflike fields that show 
just a trace of light friction. An affordable grade for a Type 
Two twenty. 

5636 PCGS 1877 VF 25; 1893 AU 55. almost complete mint 
luster; 1905-S MS 61. bright and semi-prooflike; NGC 
1913-S AU 58, sharp with .just a touch of rub; and a NGC 
1927 AU 58. (Total: 5 coins) 

5637 PCGS 1880 AU 55. A very elusive Type Three twenty, 
much scarcer than its mintage would suggest. Only one coin 
has been graded in mint state by PCGS. This is only the 
second AU-55 graded, and as such is tied for second finest 
graded by them.

5645 NGC 1895-S MS 61. a clean coin for the grade-the case is 
partially cracked—apparently someone had second thoughts 
about cracking it out at the fast minute; and a 1904 MS 61.

Exciting red and olive lor with 
thick mint frost. Sharply struck in the centers. A scarce coin 
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in MS-63 with only eight pieces having been so graded, only 
two are finer.

Bright surfaces and pinpoint striking 
detail. Held back from a higher grade by a planchet flake 
out of the right obverse field. 

Thick, swirling luster, just a couple of 
tiny field marks away from MS-65. 

5658 NGC 1904 MS 64. A clean coin with attractive 
reddish-orange color.

5660 NGC 1904-S MS 63. Superb luster and color. 

5661 PCGS 1905 AU 55. A scarce double eagle with an original 
mintage of only 59.011 pieces. Rarely seen in mint state, 
this is a pleasing AU with almost complete luster. 

5662 PCGS 1905 AU 58. A bright, lustrous example of this rare 
date that looks more like a MS-63 than an AU coin. 

5663 PCGS 1906 MS 60. A scarce coin in mint state with only 
eight pieces having been so graded by PCGS and another 15 
graded in all the other conditions of uncirculated. Fully 
struck with bright prooflike fields on both sides. 

5664 NGC 1907 MS 62. Sharply struck and minimally abraded. 


SAINT-GAUDENS DOUBLE EAGLES

the Nike of Samothrace in the Louvre, the High Relief 
twenties of 1907 are generally considered to be the most 
beautiful coins ever struck.

Sharply struck with clean 
surfaces. 

5671 PCGS 1908 No Motto MS 65. Satiny with orange-gold 
highlights. 

5672 PCGS 1908 No Motto MS 65. The surfaces are unsually 
clean and display an even green-gold coloration. 

5673 PCGS 1908 No Motto MS 65. Yet another choice example 
of this date, very clean save for a tiny mark below Liberty's 
elbow. 

5674 PCGS 1908-D No Motto MS 60; 1908-D No Motto MS 61; 
and a 1908-D No Motto MS 62. All are sharply struck 
examples of this somewhat scarcer issue. (Total: 3 coins) 

5675 PCGS 1908-D No Motto MS 61; and a 1908-D No Motto MS 
62. The MS-61 shows just a touch of striking weakness.

5676 PCGS 1908 Motto MS 63. A clean example of this scarcer 
issue. 

5677 PCGS 1909-D MS 62. Long recognized as a very scarce 
issue, the mintage was a low 52,500 pieces. Of that number 
only 25 have been graded MS-62 by PCGS. Exceeded in 
grade by only 52 other coins. 

5678 PCGS 1909-S MS 62. Deep orange-gold color. Undoubtedly 
from the El Salvador hoard. 

5679 PCGS 1909-S MS 63. Lustrous with deep reddish color. 

5680 PCGS 1910 MS 62. Attractive soft frosty luster. 

5681 PCGS 1910 MS 62: 1910-D MS 62; and a 1910-S MS 62. An 
evenly matched set of coins from this scarce year. This lot 
should be of considerable interest to collectors and dealers 
alike.
